Newcastle 


Today  we  welcome  the  Newcastle 
K.B.  United  team  from  the  North.  This 
Soccer  Club  although  being  the  youngest 
club  upon  entry  into  the  P.S.L.  Compe¬ 
tition  last  year,  arrived  with  a  bang 
on  the  scene.  Last  year  they  had  by 
far  the  largest  crowds  in  the  League 
and  this  year  again  they  are  way  out 
in  front.

A  great  capture  was  snaring  Col  (Bunny) 
Curran  from  Wests  to  put  bite  into  their 
"back  -  four"  as  well  as  "sting"  up 
front  on  his  roaming  crusades.  In  any 
team  building,  one  starts  with  a  well 
organised  defence  before  anything  else. 

The  inclusion  of  Summerscales  and 
Drinkwater  provides  the  stability  the 
"back-line  needs.  Youngsters  in  Peter 
Tredinnick  and  Joey  Senkalski,  Newcastle 
have  excellent  "linkmen"  for  a  long  time 
to  come.  Both  MUST  soon  become  esta¬ 
blished  members  of  future  Australian 
Teams. 

It  is  ironic  that  Senkalski  last  season 
was  bought  from  the  Sydney  Olympic 
Club.  This  player  has  flair  and  now  has 
acquired  the  aggression  to  make  him  the 
complete  footballer  operating  from  the 
"gearbox-line".  His  short  stint  with  Mid- 
dlesboro  in  England  has  stood  him  in 
good  'stead.  To  you  Joey,  Sydney  Oly¬ 
mpic  wishes  you  all  the  very  best  in  your 
Soccer  career.  Another  wise  signing,  was 
made  in  Johnny  Sneddon  who  has  recent¬ 
ly  been  in  good  form.  Then  we  come  up 
front  where  K.B.  must  surely  have  easily 
the  classiest  striker  in  the  P.S.L.,  Kenny 
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Boden.  What  a  player  he  is.  Last  year 
he  was  the  League's  joint  top  scorer  with 
14  goals  as  well  as  being  voted  "Foot¬ 
baller  of  The  Year".  Not  a  bad  "double".

Although  the  final  scoreline 
was  2  nil,  Olympic  very  rarely  has  ever 
in  the  past  or  since,  has  had  complete 
command  of  the  entire  performance,  it 
was  one  of  the  best  exhibitions  seen 
from  a  sweeper  on  the  Sydney  Sports 
Ground.  Olympic  will  miss  his  maturity  and 
guidance,  not  to  mention  those  defence 
splitting  through  -  balls  with  geometric 
precision.  GEORGIE  lad,  thank  you  very 
much.
